What is it that makes one man's note

It is the abil- 
ity, or inability, to pay, imd not .the 
gold or silver that either has or has 
not.

LUXURY OF SHABBINESS. 


Being Occasionally in Old Clothes Brings 


a Delightful Sense of Freedom. 


There is a luxury in s-habbiness which 


exceeds any feeling Which, has its root 
in pride. It is the luxury of a kind, 
which loves above all things to avoid 
trouble, and to feel the advantage of a 
sort of disguise which increases real 
freedom of action. When Harouu-nl- 
Kashid went about in Bagdad in. tbe 
disguise of a merchant he probably f elt 
twice as powerful as he did when, he 
sat on the throne of the Caliphs, for he 
felt twice as free. He was free to act 
like an ordinary citizen, and yet free 
also to assume his sovereign power at 
pleasure. To ordinary men the comfort 
of shabbiness, where shabbiness is not 
imposed upon them by their narrow in- 
come, is that they 'feel really at liberty 
to spend exactly as they please, without 
conforming to anybody else's judgment 
of what It would become them to do. 
Besides, even the richest man orwoman 
is unwilling1 to expose good clothes to 
injury or ruin, whereas it is sometimes 
quite a relief to find a suitable occasion 
for finally repudiating clothes of which 
one i.s weary, partly because they are 
so shabby, more because like old serv- 
ants, they are so presuming-, and seem 
to daim a right over you, and take for 
granted that you can never turn off such 
old and tried friends. 


Now, if the conventions of society re- 


strict your liberty in one way, the hab- 
its of wliich you have got weary restrict 
it in another, and you never feel so free 
as when you are dressed in shabby 
clothes, for the protection of which you 
feel no kind of anxiety, and wnicb. you 
would not be sorry for an opportunity 
of finally discarding. The last uses of a 
shabby suit are the) pleasantest ones. 
You feel no responsibility for them, aind 
yet you are not willing to find an oppor- 
tunity for a rupture with a disguise 
which you begin to think a little un- 
worthy of you. In shabby clothes yon 
persuade yourself that your dignity is 
all interior, and that you have no need 
of dress to sustain it. Butnonetheless 
you anticipate without unmixed regret 
the prospect of assuming a costume 
more in proportion to your intrinsic 
merits. And when you can. combine 
the freedom of a nearly worn-out dress 
with, the anticipations of casting off the 
chrysalis and coming forth, like a but- 
terfly, you are probably at the high- 
water mark of self-satisfaction. 
To 


unite the keen sense of being above dress 
with an equally keen sense of being 
fully entitled to dress well, and of the 
intention to justify that title is perhaps 
the'very acme »f any luxury that 
clothes can confer. You enjoy your 
proud superiority doubly, first in parad- 
ing your indifference to tbe "accidents" 
ol dress, and next to the immediate 
prospect of properly asserting that 
superiority on a fitting- and near oc- 
casion.—N. Y. Ledger.

Between two and three o'clock in the 


afternoon they left the house'and made 
for the Seventh street road, where it 
was reported that the president would 
pass that evening 'on his vray to~ the 
Seventh street hospital. 


I Mr. Lincoln would frequently ride out 
to the soldiers' .home on the Seventh 
istreet road, entirely, unguarded, or, if 
jJn a carriage, with only a driver, much 
-against the protestations of his friends, 
;M'ho were fearful for 3iis safety. The 
coach of the president was to be seized 
iu.a.secluded spot-on the road near the 
city, and Surratt was to jump on-the 
;box (as he was more familiar witii the 
roads) and to make for "T. B.," a col- 


• lection of two or three houses and, 
'stores on the "underground route," 
about 22 miles southeast of Washing- 
!ton, and thence to the Potomac, The 


Tcarriage was to be, abandoned as soon 
as the. city limits were passed. Eelaya 
of fast horses were in. readiness, and 
the 
boat 
at Port Tobbaco was 


prepared to cross the river. 


•As the distance from Washington to 


Port Tobacco creek was about 40 miles, 
the intention was to make the entire 
irip-the first night, and, crossing the 
river, to be within the lines of the con- 
federacy at the expiration of 34 hours. 


The plan was not so ridiculously ab- 


surd as at first glance it appears. It 
was not a difficult matter at that time 
to pass the pickets stationed at the 
navy yard bridge, and.,once... in the 
'country, where friends were willing, 
fresh horses ready, and" federal sol- 
diers few, the chances of reaching the 
Potomac in safety were not unfavor- 
able. 


The plot failed because Mr. Lincoln 


did not go out on the Seventh street 
road on the afternoon expected, Secre- 
tary Chase going in his stead. Booth 
nnd his companions returned to Mrs. 
Surratt's disappointed, disgusted and 
enraged. Such a favorable opportuni- 
ty would not likely occur again, and 
•the conspirators disbanded. Surratt 
'went to Richmond, Arnold secured a 
position at Old Point (near Fort Mon- 
roe:) and O'Laughlin returned to Balti- 
more; but Payne, Herold and Atzerodt 
still hovered about their leader await- 
ing further developments, living at 
Washington at his expense.—Victor 
Louis Mason, in Century.
